was contemplated on Wednesday. But it is just 
-possible that an arrangement will be come to by 
.which he will retain the premiership while urgent 
‘business is being put.through. However, his ad- 
“ministration is, to all intents and purposes, a thing 
-of the past. Such a smash-up of a strong gov- 
“ernment accomplished ‘in so short a period is with- 
out a parallel in’ constitutional annals. A year ago 
it swept the province, but two opposition members 
being returned out of a total membership of forty- 
Scan the newspapers of a: month ago and 
!you will see no evidence of any gathering storm. 
“But Aeolus had a surprise in store. Following on 
Mr: Cushing’s resignation, a very serious split in 
the party occurred and a struggle of appalling bit- 
terness has ensued. On Thursday night, of last 
week, the vote was taken on the amendment to 
the resolution dealing with the A. & G. W. pro- 
position and the government was sustained by 23 
to 15, being thus deserted by twelve of its regular 
following. There was reason for believing, how- 
-ever, that, having weathered the first onslaught, af- 
ter having undoubtedly been caught napping, that 
‘the future would see cleaner sailing. And then the 
most remarkable thing happened. The premier 
turned around and offered to take the ex-Minister 
back into the cabinet who had been waging so per- 
sistent a campaign against his former colleagues. 
According to the statement which Mr. Cushing 
made in the House on Wednesday, the premier put 
it up to him, in about as cold-blooded a fashion as 
is possible to imagine, that he was prepared to 
sacrifice the Attorney-General, if necessary, in or- 
der to secure the services once again of the ex- 
Minister of Public Works. Mr. Cross, on learning 
of the invitation, immediately tendered his resig- 
nation, and was followed a few hours later by Hon. 
W. A. Buchanan. Just what action Messrs. Mar- 
‘shall and Lessard took is not clear. But the up- 
shot was that Mr. Cushing, on consulting with his 
supporters, told the Premier he wouldn’t come back 
and Mr. Rutherford faced the House on Wednesday 
the only man in the cabinet row. 

That his position is wholly untenable, as a per- 
mancy, is unquestioned. On Mr. Cross. de- 
volved the burden of the duty of defending the 
government. Apart from the address of Mr. Mar- 
shall he was the only Minister who was a factor in 
the debate. No one doubts that but for him the 
administration would have been defeated last week. 
Yet it was not the Cross policy but the Rutherford 
policy that he was defending. ‘To open negotia- 
tions with Mr. Cushing and throw his principal 
support overboard was bound to be fatal. Never 
has a Canadian political leader shown such weak- 
ness in a great emergency. 

Just what will happen now is an impossibility 
‘to say. The situation is so extraordinary that is 
is beyond the powers of even the closest student 
af politics to forecast. 


The most deplorable feature of the whole in- 
cident is the readiness which people have shown 
‘to believe the very worst that is said of a man, 
regardless of the fact that no one has the courage 
to come out and make a public charge against him. 
‘The irresponsible chatter of the hotel corridor and 
the street corner is accepted freely. One can meet 
criticism when a person comes out in the open and 
profers it. But against the scandalmonger there 
is wo protection; and the remarkable thing is that 
so many people, who live in glass houses, should 
zassume this role.

% Secret Hiding Hole of Thirty 

Y Seven Rebels Found 

WEFFE REPS RKSSRHRPDEPE ESTES 


Montreal Herald: A relic of the past 
was brought to light when workmen 
repairing the house, at ithe corne: of 
Jacqucs Cartier Square and Notre 
Dame stre~:, discovered what is s.p- 
posed to have been the hiding place 
of rebels in the troubled times of 
1837-38. The house now belongs to 
Hon. P. E. Leblanc, who was quite 
ignorant of the fact that the hiding 
piece existe-l. 

At first the masons atid carpoters 
were surprised to sce a difference of 
about four feet between the ceiling of 
the lower floor and the floor of the 
first. ‘It could not be explained why 
this had been made so thick and they 
went to investigate. When the ceiling 
was brought down they saw that be- 
tween the two floors a space of three 
feet and sever: inches had been left 
empty with the only outlet through 
the chimney, a collossal structure 
about six feet wide and seven feet 
long. To get into this recess, one 
had to go through the cellar, which 
was reached by a secret door in the 
lane, then climb a ladder inside the 
chimney, and then, through a trap 
carefully concealed in the wall. There, 
fifty inen could easily tie down, and air 
was supplied to them through a blind 
window at the rear, quite snvisible 
from the outside. The walls are 
about three feet wide, and cement, 
which was unknown at the time, is 
replaced by Hime as hard as rock. In 
the wall and along the two cedar 
tbeams, may ‘be seen crude sculptures 
cut out with a knife, and representing 
initials as well as some fleur de flys. 

In the course of his relations, De- 
tormier mentions the fact that a num- 
tber of the patriots who fied ‘from La- 
colle after an unsuccessful attempt to 
get a second consignment of firearms 
in the country, found refuge not dar 
from Ramesay Hall and the House 
now being demolished is right in front 
of the ancient Chateau, so that it is 
very likely those who dispersed after 
the Lacolle disaster or those who eft 
St. Eustache in a hurry, may have 
found refuge from the English soldiers 
in the old house and between its 
floors. 

The thouse was built during the 
French regime and is quite character- 
istic of French building of this period. 
The latticework is done by hand, a 
process forgotten about a hundred 
year, and the walls are built to stand 
a siege. 

Many alterations have been done 
since, but none of the tenants ever 
discovered the hiding place as ft was 
quite invisille from the inside of the 
house as well a3 from outside.

HOW THE NEWS CAME OF 
CANADA'S LOSSES AT 
PAARDEBURG 


The tenth anniversary of Paarde- 
burg Day, which occurred on Febru- 
ary 27, must thave sad memories for 
many a Canadian household, ifor while 
the battle with the spectacular charge 
of the Royal Canadians brought fame 
and prestige o Canada throwghout and 
beyond the limits of the empire, it 
was attended by a heavy toll of death 
and injury. At the ipresent juncture, 
it may be interesaing to relate a little 
story, never before published, of how 
the list of dead and wounded reached 
Canada. ‘The first publication af this 
list, more than a full day before the 
names reached Canada from any other 
source, was probably the most iimport- 
ant “scoop” obtained ‘by the Toronto | 
Globe in its long diistory. Tt was ac- 
complished by Charles — Frederick 
Hamilton, now of Ottawa. 

Mr. Hamilton was then a reporter 
on the Globe staff. who has always” 
anade a holyby nvilitary matters, 
and has a vast knowledge of the sub- 
ject. When the South, African 
broke out he was the man detailed hy 
the Globe to go with che regiment.

When the Kaffir “boy” arrived at 
the telegraph office after nearly a day 
in the saddle, he found that the com- 
pany was not accepting for the time 
being despatches at press rates, and 
promptly (paid the whole enormous 
stim demanded for a cablegram from 
the Orange Free State to ‘loronto at 
the private rate per word. When 
Sinith’s “boy” arrived with the official 
despatch and the Montreal Star's re- 
port some hours later than -amilton’s 
“hoy,” he found himself without funds 
to meet the emergency, and a lomg 
delay ensued while he rede back for 
more money. 

Thus the Glabe was on the streets 
of ‘Toronto with the death list, and it 
had been copied and telegraphed all 
over Canada before the other list left 
rhe lone telegraph office on the veld.
